FIRE HALTS RAIL 
TRAFFIC ON L&N 


Railroad traffic between the Mis- 
sissippi Gulf Coast and New Or- 
leans was interrupted last Thurs- 
day night when a fire broke out 
on the Lonisville and Nashville 
Railroad trestle over the Bay of 
St. Louis. 

Two trains were turned back and 
another was delayed Friday before 
repairs to the span could be com- 
pleted. 

Among the first to observe and 
report the blaze were two Missis- 
sippi Highway patrolmen, Leon 
Button and William Kenny, who 
were passing over the U. S. High- 
way 90 bridge north of the railroad 
trestle about 9:45 p.m. They radio- 
ed the highway patrol substation in 
Gulfport. 

Another report came from Her- 
man R. Hoda of Bay St. Louis who 
called the Hancock County sheriff’s 
office about the same time 
and said there was “a great 
big fire on the bridge.” The 
dispatcher, Dep. Norman Vaughn, 
called Hancock County Ciyil De- 
fense Director Bert Steiffel and 
the U. S. Coast Guard in Gulfport. 

Steiffel said he obtained a fire 
pump from Waveland and another 
from the Bay St. Louis fire depart. | 


ment which were loaded onto pri- 
vate boats volunteered for the task. 


An 82-feot Coast Guard cutter, 
the Point League, was dispatched 
from Gulfport and left about 11:40 
p.m., taking about two hours to 
reach the scene of the fire. 


The commanding officer, Chief 
H: rman Vicknair, said the“ cutter 
used two fire pumps to pour about 
50,000 gallons of sea water onto 
the smoldering timbers. 

SEND TRUCK 

Pumper Unit 101 from the Gulf- 
port fire department was loaded 
aboard a flat car about 11:30 p.m. 
and transported to the scene but 
was not utilized in pumping opera- 
tions. The fire was under control 
when the unit arrived and the 
truck stood by. 

Civil Defense volunteers, volun- 
teer fireman and others from the 
Bay St. Louis area participated in 
the fire fighting during the night. 

Steiffel said there were three or 
four private boats and at least 30 
persons engaged in the task. 

Observers of the damage said 
about 150 feet of the bridge, ap- 
proximately 300-400 yards from the 
west side of the bay, was heavily 
damaged. Timbers remained stand- 
ing but cross ties and rails were 
reported out. | 


The . blaze was extinguished 
around 12:45 a.m., according to 
Stieffel, but the timbers continued 
to smoulder for several hours. 


The northbound Crescent Lim- 
ited out of New Orleans was held 
up at Bay St. Louis Thursday night 
due to the fire and the southbound 
Piedmont-Gulf Wind was held up 
at Gulfport at 7:42 a.m. Friday. 


The PiedmontGulf Wind 
transferred its passengers to char- 
ter buses at 8:10 a.m. for the trip 
to New Orleans and transferred its 
first class mail to trucks for re- 
routing. 

The only other train delayed by 
the fire was the northbound Hum 
mingbird, which railroad officials 
said was held up at the bridge 
pending completion of repairs. 

The open deck timber pile span, 
which was built in 1899. is vulner 
able to both fire and storms and 
has been plagued in the past by 
the 1947 hurricane when the last 
major repairs were made and on 
occasion by other fires. 

However, the railroad has an- 
nounced plans to construct a $4.9 
million bridge of fire proof steel 
and concrete. Construction on the 
new span is expected to begin 
about mid-1965 and will take two 
years to complete.

The mildly retarded person often 
is not noticed as retarded by the 
casual observer but as a pre-school 
l aged child he is slower to walk, 
feed self and talk than most 

At school age the mildly retard- 
ed canacquire practical skills and 
useful reading and arithmetic to a 
3rd to 6th grade level with special 
education. He can be guided to- 
ward social conformity. 

By the time the mildly retarded 
person reaches adulthood he can 
usually achieve social and voca- 
tional skills adequate to self main- 
tenance. He may, however, need 
occasional guidance and support 
when under unusual social or 
economic stress. 


BILL WOULD REPEAL 
OR REDUCE HIGH 
EXCISE TAXES 


(By Senator John Stennis) 


Two bills of major importance 
will soon be before the Senate. One 
is the tax bill that would repeal or 
reduce the federal excise taxes. At 
the beginning of World War IU, 
more than 20 years ago, the Con- 
gress imposed a great number of 
special excise taxes on some com- 
these Taxes ‘were a war measure, 
many art still in effect. I have al- 
ways thought that these special 
taxes discriminate against the item 
on which the tax was levied and 
ihe services they applied to, as well 
as the consumer. These excise taxes 
apply to items of everyday use 
such as autotmobiles, refrigerators, 
air-conditioners, telephone ser- 
vices, radios, TV sets, and a num 
ber of other items that people use 
almost every day. 

At the same time, I have als 
been very seriously concerned 
about our fiscal affairs and a ba- 
lanced budget. At this time our 
tax collections, as estimated, will 
exceed what we originally expected 
for the year although it is ap- 
parent the Budget is not going to 
be balanced. We have already col- 
lected $1.6 billion more in taxes 
this year than first estimated. 
Also, about $1.4 more than esti- 
mated for the fiscal year 1966 will 
be collected. If this tax bill calls 
for a reduction in excise taxes 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
the increased collections already 
made and additional amounts ex- 
pected to come in, I am certainly 
going to vote to repeal or reduce 
these excise taxes. I believe that 
the bill will be held within those 
limits. 

I frankly would like to increase 
the personal exemption in the in- 
come tax law which would result 
in a completely fair, across-the- 
board reduction in income taxes 
for all taxpayers. However, the 
tremendous tax structure under 
which we operate makes. this dif- 


ficult to do, but I hope it can be}. 


done later on. 
The other proposal is one by the 
President to repeal Section 14(b) 


of the Taft-Hartley Act. For Con-/ 


gress to repeal that section of the 


Taft-Hartley Act would be in ef-}- 


fect to abolish the right-to-work 
laws of 19 states, including Mis- 


sissippi. The Mississippi Legisla-}: 


ture passed a right-to-work law in. 
1954. In 1961 it was submitted to 


the people in the form of a con-} 


stutitional amendment, and by a 
vote of more than 2% to 1, the 
people voted in favor of this Sec- 
tion 14(b) of Taft-Hartley. In ef- 
fect, they voted for that because 
they voted to put the right-to-work 
law in our Consitution.
